We 
DESERT

In the fall of the year attention 
is demanded by a bush covered with 
what resembles dense clustersofsmall 
green tail-like appendages. 
As the 
season 
progresses 
these 
gradually 
turn to a distinctive tan color that 
is as prominent at this time of the 
year as the deep green was during 
the fall months. 
In looking out over 
the vegetation of some of the wash­ 
es this deep-tan colored 
bush 
is 
uuique in its color individuality on a 
landscape that is somewhat somber 
before the awakening of spring. 


This 
shrub, 
Atriplex canes- 
cens, is one of the saltbushes. 
There are several saltbushes on 
our desert but this is the com­ 
mon one in the vicinity of Palm 
Springs. 
It its also common in 
rhe Saltón Sea district, as 
is 
Atriplex lentiformis, commonly 
called quail bush, that forms 
heavy thickets that afford cover 
and protection for quail and 
other birds. Desert Holly, Atrip­ 
lex hymenelytra, is a saltbush 
that through 
its beauty has 
come to the attention of man 
and is now well on its way to 
extermination 
on 
our 
desert 
through the continued collec­ 
tion of its branches for the mak­ 
ing of Christmas wreaths. 


Atriplex canescens is dioecious, 
the pollen producing flowers 
are 
borne on one bush and the seed pro­ 
ducing flowers are borne on another 
bush. 
If a person is unacquainted 
with this habit he might think of the 
two bushes as two different species 
but they are of the same species. It 
is the pistillate or seed bearing bush 
that is made conspicuous by the tail­ 
like appendages. 
These are formed 
by the seed pods. 
The seed pod is 
quite individual in that it has four 
small wings. 
If you examine this 
seed pod carefully you will never 
forget the seed bearing bush of this 
species. 
The staminate 
or 
pollen 
bearing flowers are borne in dense 
spikes on the ends of 
the 
twigs. 
T hese are m uch smaller and m ore 
compact in appearance than the seed 
bearing spikes. 


Saltbush, the common name, 
is probably derived from 
the 
ability of the members of this 
genus to thrive in alkaline soil. 
Another common name, grease- 
wood, is often applied to the 
saltbushes but it is rather mean­ 
ingless in that the term is ap­ 
plied to many desert shrubs. 
Greasewood seems to be typical 
of the easy manner in which a 
resident of a desert or arid coun­ 
try disposes of the trouble 
of 
naming bushes that come to his 
attention. 
It is astounding how 
identification of certain desert 
shrubs is so easily 
solved 
by 
many persons by merely 
dis­ 
missing the whole subject with, 
“Oh! that is just a greasewood.” 
And most of the time the listen­ 
ers will nod their heads 
as if 
they had learned something. 


H ow long this desert has been oc­ 
cupied by man has not been deter­ 
mined but much evidence of its con­ 
tinued occupancy for a long period 
of time has been found in many lo­ 
calities. 
That this region has been 
the home of the Indian for several 
thousands of years is certain but just 
how many thousands of years is a 
question that has not been answered 
but much work has resulted in the 
accumulation of evidence that some 
day may lead to a more or less defi­ 
nite conclusion, determining the time 
of occupancy as extending back for 
a long period of years, a span of time 
the length of which might prove sur­ 
prising. 


Evidence, testifying as to this 
occupancy, consists of: 
earthen 
vessels 
called 
ollas; 
earthern 
bowls and saucer-like dishes; 
mortars, drilled in bedrock and 
in boulders: metates and hullers; 
small stone implements; 
orna­ 
ments: old trails; camp sites in 
the vicinity of water holes; bur­ 
ial grounds; paintings on rocks, 
and on the roofs and walls of 
caves; caves showing signs 
of 
human habitation. 


It is in the caves that most of the 
best finds 
are 
made. 
Fortunately 
most of the caves are isolated which 
preserved them until hey could be 
examined by archeologists. 
A gov­ 
ernment permit is now necessary to 
carry on excavations or removal of 
objects.

DESERT CIRCUS 


The grounds of the Palm Springs 
Field Club are a beehive of industry,

will be charged for admission to the 
grand ball in the evening on the cir­ 
cus grounds. 
One of the most important features 
will be the big parade on Thursday 
morning, 
February 
20. 
Chairman 
Chuck Morrison 
announced 
at the 
luncheon of the 
Ticket 
Committee 
Tuesday noon that there will be some 
"surprises” in the 
parade that will 
make a big hit. Most of the business 
interests are making plans for their 
parade entries, and some very unique 
ideas are being worked out. 
The famous sheriff's posse of Los 
Angeles county 
mounted on twenty 
horses will form a picturesque di­ 
vision of the parade. The parade will 
start at 9:45 a. m. on Palm Canyon 
Drive opposite El Mirador, 
and will 
proceed to Ramon Road, where it will 
disband on Indian Avenue. 
There are indications that the pub­ 
lic will be liberal in their purchase of 
donation tickets, and one of the pur­ 
chasers will be^pwarded with the gift 
of a beautiful new 1936 Chevrolet Mas­ 
ter Four-door Sedan. The car may be 
seen in the patio in front of the Palm 
Springs Theatre. 
Tickets are going fast, and mem­ 
bers of the ticket committee are ex­ 
tremely active supplying tickets to 
those who want them.

SEWER PROJECT 


The great ditch 
digger 
used by 
Gogo & Rados in construction of the 
new sewer system, is attracting con­ 
siderable attention. 
Out on Ramon 
Road, during the past week, the huge 
machine has been digging a ditch 10 
feet deep, at the rate of 600 lineal feet 
per day, and a crew of men have been 
following the machine, putting i i the 
sewer pipe as rapidly ae the machine 
digs the ditch. 
Following the pipe 
layers is a machine that covers up 
the ditch. 
About 12,000 feet of sewer pipe have 
been put in, from the terminus to a 
point west of the new Desert Circus 
grounds. 
Work was started on the 
east end of the line, in the dry wash

bu ilt 
Well drillers are at work at 
that point, sinking a well to supply 
the needed water for the regular flush­ 
ing of the treatm ent plant.

Founding and subsequent develop­ 
ment of one of the world’s most fam­ 
ous hostelries, the Desert Inn. 
at 
Palm Springs was told to members of 
the San Bernardino 20-30 
club 
at 
their "ladies' night” last night by the 
Inn's founder, owner and 
manager, 
Mrs. Nellie Coffman. 
Addressing her listeners informally, 
just as she treats her guests at the 
noted resort, Mrs. Coffman explained 
how she runs "a boarding house.” but. 
she said, "it usually runs me.” 
She first heard of Palm Springs in 
1897 when she went to Idyllwild, in 
the San Jacinto mountains, for her 
health. Everyone told her of the bene­ 
fits of the desert, and in 1902 she read 
an article telling of how a man had 
been cured of sickness by the water 
of Palm Springs and continual desert 
sun baths. 
In 1908, she first went 
to 
Palm 
Springs and was greatly attracted by 
the place despite the poor accommoda­ 
tions, poor transportation facilities to 
the place and a lack of welcome which 
faced her from the owner of a shack, 
then the only boarding house between 
Banniug and Indio. 
Again in February, May, July and 
November, 1909, she revisited 
Palm 
Springs, spending a week at a time 
there, and came to like the desert 
community so much that on Oct. 16. 
1909, she found herself in possession 
of an acre and a quarter of land and 
a house which stands on Desert Inn 
property, the basis for 
the 
world- 
famed hotel. 
Her selection of Palm Springs as 
the setting for her boarding house, an 
occupation which in her youth 
she 
had sworn she would never pursue, 
was made despite her observation of 
the kidnaping of a would-be subdivid- 
eT of the district by the Indians, and 
the depredations of Willie Boy, pio­ 
neering bad m an of the region. 


DIXWELL PIERCE 
! ADDRESSES THE 
LOCAL C. OF C. 


That the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion collects 
and is responsible for 
$164,000,000 
annually, 
has 1500 em­ 
ployes, and is one of the foremost gov­ 
ernmental agencies in California, was 
the 
statem ent 
of Dixwell 
Pierce, 
speaker of the day at the Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon 
at 
the Desert 
Inn yesterday noon. 
Mr. Pieree gave the history of the 
board, which was created simultane­ 
ously with the adoption of the state 
constitution in 1879. 
The state was 
divided into four districts, there being 
one hoard member from each district 
and one 
member at large, 
who at 
present is State Controller Ray Riley. 
The area south of the Tehachapi com­ 
prises the fourth district, and Ray Ed­ 
gar is the board member from this 
district, succeeding 
Mrs. 
Orfa Jean 
Schontz, who 
recently 
accepted a 
judgeship In Los Angeles. 
Fifty-five 
per cent of the state’s population and 
half the state's assessed wealth Is in 
the fourth district. Forty per cent of 
this district's assessed wealth and 
population is in Los Angeles, and 40 
per cent of the sales tax comes from 
that city. 
Mr. Pierce told of the many duties 
of the board. 
First 
of 
all. it must 
equalize taxes, it collects 
the sales 
tax and has charge 
of 
state liquor 
control. 
The state sales tax last year totaled 
$67,000,000, all of which was used for 
schools. 
In addition the schools re­ 
ceived $5,000,000 from liquor taxes. 
The liquor tax totaled $13,000,000, Jialf 
of which went to counties and cities, 
one mid a half million for administra 
tlon expense, and the balance to the 
schools. 
The state board also collected $29,­ 
000.000 last year, which, since the re­ 
peal of Amendment 
No. 1, 
goes to 
the counties. 
Gasoline taxes 
amounted to $44,­ 
150.000 last year and truck taxes $1,660,­ 
000, all of which were used for high­ 
ways. One-half cent of the three-cent 
gas tax goes to counties and one-half 
cent to cities. 
A surprising announcement was the 
large sum realized 
from 
insurance 
taxes which 
totaled 
$6,565,000 last 
year. 
Mr. Pierce gave a very interesting 
account of the operation of the equal­ 
ization hoard. 
Of the 1500 employes. 
600 are in Sacramento and 900 in the 
field, collecting liquor and sales tax­ 
es. 
Nearly $130.000.000 of the money 
collected by the board was used last 
year for local purposes in cities and 
counties of the state. 
George Claytor, 
county 
assessor, 
gave a short address 
following 
the 
talk by Mr. Pierce. He said the state 
board of equalization is the most im­ 
portant agency in the state, and that 
Mr. Pierce is an outstanding state of­ 
ficial. 
He said that most assessors 
would rather have this well-informed 
secretary's opinion on 
tax matters 
than an opinion from the state at­ 
torney general. 
President John W. Williams presid­ 
ed at the meeting, 
and 
introduced 
nearly a dozen new members.

ists that 
California produces 
more oil than any other state 
in the Union, so they fill 
up 
their huge tankers and trailers 
and join the east-bound parade 
Sunday afternoons on Highway 
99. 


In Los Angeles there are some 
diesel engine factories, and many 
diesel schools. 
There being grades 
to climb on each end of the pass, 
here is their opportunity to show 
w hat a diesel engine can do, and 
Sunday is the day to make the dem­ 
onstration—so they have put diesel 
engines on most of these Sunday 
trucks. 
It is fascinating to see one 
of these huge locomotives of 
the 
highway chugging up the hill at the 
rate of 10 miles an hour with an end­ 
less train of automobiles behind it. 
Spaced about 100 cars apart 
are 
these immense smoke-belching loco­ 
motives, giving the appearance of a 
freight train with its booster engines. 
I have viewed this highway on a 
Sunday from the heights, and 
it 
looked like two endless freight trains 
creeping along on a double track, 
one 
cast-bound, the other west­ 
bound. 


In this fight between the pas­ 
senger cars and the trucks for 
possession of the liighways, the 
trucks seem to have won. W hy 
can’t the rules be revised so as 
to handicap the trucks some­ 
what, and give the highways to 
the people who built them, for 
at least one day a week — on 
Sunday? 
O r, maybe you could 
work out an arrangement with 
the Southern Pacific Railway, 
whose tracks parallel the high­ 
way, 
whereby 
we 
can 
put 
flanged w heels on ouir automo­ 
biles and run on the railway 
tracks, and let the trucks have 
the highways. There are no 
trains on the tracks any more 
anyway. 


Being forced to travel almost daily 
on the California highways that have 
taken more human lives the last few 
years than California lost in the 
W orld W ar, I am naturally very 
much interested in reducing the 
death rate. 
I have seen nine victims 
of four highway wrecks taken to the 
Banning hospital in one day, and 
that happened during the peak of 
the safety campaign. 
Nine, in one 
little town, in one day! 
Everybody 
knows that something drastic must 
be done to check this slaughter. 
Newspapers are doing their utmost 
to warn the public; officers are en­ 
forcing the law; you gentlemen arc 
doing eevrything in your power to 
safeguard the motoring public; but 
you are hampered by the law. 
As 
far as reduction in the number of 
traffic accidents is concerned, safety 
campaigns seems to have accom­ 
plished nothing. 


I would not have you believe 
that I am opposed to the truck­ 
ing business. 
It is one of the 
greatest industries in America 
and gives employment to many 
people. 
It gives the farmer a 
chance to haul his products to 
market. 
But that industry can 
exist by operating six days a 
week the same as any other in­ 
dustry. Sunday is the only day 
most of us have to get out into 
the country to enjoy nature— 
but what chance do the people 
of the cities have to go any dis­ 
tance on Sunday when highway 
traffic is congested because 
of 
trucks? 


T he proposal to regulate trucks 
also includes a plan to control speed­ 
ers--to make it impossible for them 
to exceed the speed laws, and to 
make it possible for traffic officers 
to apprehend law violators who 
watch their rear-view mirrors. 


In the beginning of this letter 
I promised to submit a three- 
point program that undoubtedly 
would greatly decrease the num­ 
ber of highway tragedies. I am 
not so conceited as to even as­ 
sume these proposals originated 
in my own mind. They are com­ 
mon talk among thousands upon 
thousands of our citizens, but I 
believe if the suggestions came 
from you our legislative bodies 
would be more inclined to turn 
an attentive ear; 


1. Put mechanical speed gover­ 
nors on all automobiles limiting the 
speed to 50 miles per hour. 
2. Keep all trucks off state high­ 
ways from 
Saturday noon until 2 
a. m. Monday morning. 
3. 
Give 
state 
traffic 
officers 
standard high-speed stock cars so the 
-peedcrs can’t recognize them on the 
highway. 
I would appreciate a reply for 
publication.

O ut ot a to ta l of 15,817 persons cer­ 
tified to the W orks Progress A dm inis­ 
tration in th e counties of San B ernar­ 
dino, Riverside, and Im perial, 11,645 
have been removed from the relief 
rolls, according to Ralph B. Sm ith, dis­ 
trict director of WPA. 
Of those removed from direct re­ 
lief, he stated, 9.982 are employed at 
security wages on W PA projects, 633 
are on federal proects, and 1030 have 
gone into private employment. 
Of the rem aining 2,742 not employ­ 
ed, Sm ith said, 1700 are in the city 
of San Bernardlnft, w here insufficient 
projects have been approved to take 
care of the case load. 
In Im perial 
Valley. 421 have not been assigned, 
but the problem here is seasonal, the 
record having been taken as jobs were 
ending in the fields. 
Riverside coun­ 
ty reports 104 available for assign­ 
m ent, nearly all being reassignm ents. 
San Bernardino county, the report 
show s, with an original em ployable re­ 
lief load of 9,549, has found places for 
5,903. 
Of th e original case load, 1,429 
have proved unemployable, 2,217 are 
available (m ostly in San Bernardino 
city), 13 have found private em ploy­ 
m ent, 75 are on federal projects, and 
5,815 are on WPA. 
In R iverside county, out of a total 
of 4,445 certified to W PA, 4,341 have 
been removed from direct relief as fol­ 
lows; 
On W PA jobs, 3,448; on fed­ 
eral projects, 557; in private em ploy­ 
m ent, 336; available for assignm ent, 
104 of which 85 are reassignm ents.

The Aqueduct 


Crews on the Parker Dam diversion 
tunnels of the M etropolitan 
W ater 
DistricL Aqueduct project today pass­ 
ed the halfway point on their execava- 
tion schedule, thus bringing conquest 
of the Colorado River another 
step 
closer to reality. 
On the basis of progress to date, en­ 
gineers estim ate that the driving of 
the two twenty-nine 
foot 
diam eter 
bores will be finished about the m id­ 
dle of April. 
It is expected that the 
tunnels will be lined and ready 
to 
have w ater turned through them som e 
tim e in July. 
Each of the bores is approxim ately 
1,700 feet in length. 
They will carry 
the flow of the Colorado river around 
the site of P arker Dam during 
the 
construction period of the dam. 
Work on the Parker Dam project is 
being carried forw ard by the United 
States 
Reclam ation 
Service 
with 
funds supplied by the 
M etropolitan 
W ater district which 
will 
use 
the 
P arker reservoir as a diversion point 
for the Colorado River aqueduct. 


Located 155 m iles downstream from 
Boulder Dam, the P arker Dam will be 
of the concrete arch type with a m ax­ 
imum height of 320 feet from bedrock. 
It will be 800 feef long and its thick­ 
ness will vary from 100 feet to 50 
feet. 
The reservoir to be formed above 
the dam will have a capacity of 717,­ 
000 acre feet, and will extend up­ 
stream as far as the city of Needles 
on the California bank.

WHILE THE EAST FREEZES 
Blizzards have raged throughout the East dur­

Californians feel sympathy for people of the 
frozen East. But we can’t help but think we have 
been a bit more sensible about choosing a 
place to live. Even so, we can use just a “spot” of 
whatever cold they have left over.

FAMILY MADE GOOD 


If you believe in that sort of thing 
you can say the rabbit's foot changed 
their luck.

Four went 
to repair the wheels of their queer 
wagon. Four went to get medicine for 
the sick child. The food supply was 
down to a little meal in the bottom oí 
the bag when they saw the rabbit. 
It ran across the road and plunged 
into a burrow, the whole family in pur­ 
suit. Here, unexpectedly, was the an­ 
swer to a mother's desperate prayers. 
Manua in the wilderness. When with 
sticks and hands they had dug twenty 
feet they found not one rabbit but 
two. They turned the team loose to 
browse In the mesqulte, made a fire, 
cooked the rabbits and thickened the 
broth with the last bit of meal.

"It loosed like a long chance to me, 
too,” said the county rehabilitation 
supervisor as he told the story. ”1 
worried a lot about it, but gosh, they 
were farm folks, they were dead in 
earnest and then—-well, that kid look­ 
ed mighty sick.” 
So the Jones got a $600 rehabilita­ 
tion loan and a lease on a small ranch 
with option to buy the land if they 
made good. Looks like the rabbit foot 
was working—but you haven't heard 
about Mrs. Jones' garden. There was 
real work! 
The garden plot was buried in sand 
that had drifted against the fence. She 
attacked the fence, wdiile her husband 
started his farm operations. When 
she got the fence down the wind blew 
the sand away and she planted her 
garden. 
The plants were up when the cloud­ 
burst came. Mrs. Jones dug a ditch 
100 feet long and three feet deep in 
places and drained the flood off her 
garden patch. Hard work and plenty 
of blisters, but remember she had 
vowed that her family would never go 
hungry again as long as she lived.

And she canned nearly 300 
quarts of varied food for her relatives 
and neighbors. 
The ranch crops turned out well, 
Jones is meeting his payments to the 
government. The boy hasn't had any 
sicks spells since he started eating the 
right kind of food regularly. The fam­ 
ily is looking forward to getting its 
loan paid back and buying the place. 
Their luck had changed. 
That is, you may call it luck if you 
believe that a rabbit’s foot has power. 
Perhaps you'll call it pluck, when you 
think of the armies' of worms Mrs. 
Jones fought and the endless stew 
pans of water she carried. But Mrs. 
Jones, as she proudly shows visitors 
her well-stocked cellar and pantry, has 
another idea. 
“We’ve never depended much on 
luck,” she says, “and we’re glad of a 
chance to work for all we get. The 
government trusted us when nobody 
else would and we just had to make 
good.

That the long series of sand dunes 
in Imperial valley mark the surface 
tract of the major fault lines is strong­ 
ly indicated in evidence gathered by 
Allan E. Sedgwick, Los Angeles geo­ 
logist and consulting engineer, in a 
report submitted to the Imperial Irri­ 
gation district board of directors. 
Sedgwick, .a nationally known au­ 
thority on earthquakes, was employed 
to locate as definitely as possible the 
path of the San Jacinto fault, one of 
the several going through Imperial 
valley and the one closest to Calexico. 
His study, Sedgwick reported, gives 
quite definite information concerning 
relation of sand dunes to fault lines 
in this area. Within the zone of the 
San Jacinto fault, he found, there is a 
line of sand dunes both north and 
south of the international boundary. 
A fault zone Sedgwick describes as 
that strip directly above a fracture in 
the solid rock of earth's crust, where 
quakes originate, which Is affected 
when movements of the rock occur 
and are transmitted to the surface. 
This strip may be several thousand 
feet wide, as the transmission 
of 
movements to the surface is never 
exactly a vertical line. 
Persistence of the sand dunes with­ 
in the San Jacinto fault zone aroused 
suspicions that there might be some 
connection between the zone and lo­ 
cation of the sand dunes, Sedgwick ex­ 
plained. He checked further. 
The San Andreas fault passes 
through imperial valley in two branch­ 
es. The Saltón branch approximately 
parallels the San Jacinto fault and is 
about 15 miles east of it. The main 
San Andreas fault passes through Im­ 
perial county from northwest to south­ 
east about 12 miles west of Yuma. 
Examination of these lines showed 
Sedgwick that both were completely 
covered throughout their length by a 
series of great sand dunes. He found 
further that the area between the 
faults was flat and contained practic­ 
ally no dunes. 
From the evidence, Sedgwick formu­ 
lated a theory. Tremendous quanti­ 
ties of fine silts are available for 
transportation by winds in a desert 
area, he reasoned. Movements along 
the fault lines provided outlets for 
water deeply buried under pressure, 
which when released would seep slow­ 
ly to the surface. Moisture thus avail­ 
able along the fault lines promoted 
growth of desert vegetation. 
Sedgwick does not contend that all 
sand dunes indicate the presence of 
fault lines. It seems probable to him, 
however, that such a phenomenon 
could occur with these conditions, but 
adds that it may be peculiar to Impe­ 
rial valley.

to attem pt to reply to the Open Forum 
lette. on inflation printed in your Jan- 
u .ry 24th issue, though I am not a 
banker, but m erely an interested stu ­ 
dent of economics. 
W hether the soldiers’ bonus is paid 
in cash, or in sm all bonds redeem able 
in cash, is not nearly as im portant an 
issue as the question of how the F ed­ 
eral governm ent raises the cash. 
P re ­ 
sum ably the issue of sm all bonds con­ 
vertible at the postoffice w as intended 
to lessen the tem ptation for needless 
sp. u ling on the p a rt of those veterans 
who do not happen to need cash a t 
this tim e; thus also the am ount which 
the Federal governm ent will have to 
raise now will be lessened. 
T he 
Federal 
governm ent 
raises 
m oney over and above the proceeds 
of its various taxes, 
by 
borrow ing 
from banks and private investors, in 
the form of T reasury Notes and Bonds 
ofTered to banks and investors. 
“A. 
Dum bell" wishes to know why th e 
governm ent does not 
print 
paper 
m oney and issue it instead of paying 
interest to others. 
But the economic 
effect of the issue of paper m oney 
would be very different. Assum ing for 
the point of illustration th a t m ost of 
the veterans will cash th eir 
bonus 
bonds, and th at a new issue of cu r­ 
rency will be used to redeem them , 
then the am ount of currency in the 
hands of the citizens of the country 
would Im m ediately be 
enlarged 
by 
about two billions of dollars; but, pay­ 
m ent by m eans of money raised in 
the orthodox fashion would 
m erely 
m ean th at the veterans would have a 
claim on two billions of existing cu r­ 
rency 
and 
bank 
deposits. 
T here 
would of course be a tendency to in­ 
crease the base on which extra bank 
credit m ight be issued, through loans 
by banks, etc. 
Now the am ount of 
paper 
currency 
in 
th e 
country 
am ounts to several billions of dollars. 
The am ount of bank deposits in the 
country am ounts to a sum som ew here 
n ear 40 billions of dollars. 
An 
in­ 
crease of two billions in the am ount 
of paper money outstanding is 
fa r 
m ore inflationary than an increase in 
bank credit of two billions. And, gov­ 
ernm ent borrowing of two 
billions 
would not necessarily increase 
the 
bank credit by that am ount. The con­ 
fusion of money with bank credit can 
easily lead to false conclusions. More 
about this later on. 
The price level in a country is a 
ratio betw een the quantity of comm o­ 
dities purchased on the m arket and 
the am ount of money used to purchase 
them . 
T he ordinary way in which 
people receive income, either 
from 
wages, interest, dividends, rent, etc., 
is a process by which the incom e is 
usually balanced by the introduction 
of a quantity of some comm odity or 
service to the m arket. 
Any decided 
increase of money issued by the gov­ 
ernm ent w ithout a corresponding bal­ 
ancing Increase in the quantity 
of 
com m odities and services on the m ar­ 
k et causes prices to rise sharply. 
"A. Dumbell” seem s to feel it is al­ 
rig h t to issue money as long as the 
recipients spend it for useful things. 
But it is the process of spending ex­ 
cess m oney which actually causes in­ 
flation. not the issuance of the money. 
In all the historical inflations (France, 
Germ any, etc.) the populace spent the 
excess money for food, clothing and 
other praisew orthy .purposes, hut the 
effect on the price stru ctu re was disas­ 
trous. 
However, our questioner feels 
the current situation would be differ­ 
ent, inasm uch as we have enough gold 
backing to "cover" the new currency 
at the proportion legally specified: in 
o th er words that the new currency 
would not be fiat money. 
The answ er 
to this is, that only a certain am ount 
of m oney can be in circulation a t any 
given tim e w ithout causing an infla­ 
tionary rise In prices. 
If a country 


money by a redem ption feature, that 
is a situation which has no direct re­ 
lation to the am ount of money which 
the price structure can absorb. 
The 
presence or absence of gold does not 
directly 
determ ine 
the 
amount 
of 
money required in circulation to m ain­ 
tain level prices. 
An excess of gold 
can easily lead to inflation, through 
the 
issuance 
of 
too 
much 
paper 
money, and in fact some of the im ­ 
portant fluctuations in the price struc­ 
tures of European and American coun­ 
tries during the last tifty years 
have 
been caused by variations in the gov­ 
ernm ental gold holdings. 
There 
is 
nothing magical about gold which en­ 
ables a country to issue paper money 
in 
proportion 
and 
say 
th at 
th at 
amount of money will have no ill-to- 
ward effect. 
If a country's banking 
system is legally tied to gold and 
there is a shortage of gold, then it 
is true there will be a scarcity 
of 
money and prices will fall, 
because 
there will not be sufficient money to 
purchase the comm odities on the m ar­ 
ket at a higher price level. If a coun­ 
try's currency is to be backed 
by 
gold, there must be sufficient gold to 
enable the issuance of sufficient cur­ 
rency to take care of the needs of in­ 
dustry and commerce, but an issuance 
of money in excess of 
that 
need, 
whether backed by gold or not, serves 
to disturb the balance. 
Many prom ­ 
inent econom ists are now 
worrying 
over the fact th at the unprecedented 
increase in the gold reserves of this 
country may easily lead to a "legal” 
inflation of sizable proportions. 
The 
am ount of gold in a country places an 
outside legal lim it on the extent to 


exam ples of this are too well know n 
to require fu rth er com m ent. The ques­ 
tion of how much currency m ust he 
issued before inflation becom es 
dan­ 
gerous, is not easily answ ered. 
In­ 
terpreting th e word "inflation” as any 
rise in prices caused prim arily by the 
issuance of purchasing power by the 
governm ent w ithout a corresponding 
increase in the quantity of goods and 
services on the m arket, we have seen 
that a certain am ount of inflation is 
considered by some to be beneficial 
up to a certain invisible and unpre­ 
dictable point, and beyond that point 
it becom es dangerous, t The dividing 
line cannot yet be forecast accurately 
in advance, but if it is exceeded, the 
nation suffers. 
A nother fallacy frequently found is 
the confusion of m oney with 
bank 
credit, and the confusion of m oney 
with bank deposits. 
The am ount of 
actual m oney in the 
country, 
both 
solid and paper, is only a sm all frac­ 
tion of th e total of bank 
deposits. 
Much of th e bank deposits are tra n s­ 
ferred by check and never tran slated 
into actu al money, yet they function 
as money. 
The ch aracteristics of the 
two are different in a num ber of re­ 
spects, but the subject is too long and 
intricate to be treated here in detail. 
However, th e system is so arranged 
th at a sm all increase in m oney can 
cause a larg e increase in bank credit 
and bank deposits, hence an increase 
in actual m oney is far m ore inflation­ 
ary than a n increase in bank deposits. 
W hen 
th e 
Federal 
governm ent 
raises m oney by issues of bonds, the 
banks in v est some of their 
surplus 
funds in th ese bonds, which m eans

which currency may be issued, but in ¡ th at som e of the existing bank 
de- 
this country at the present tim e that 
outside limit is far above the amount 
which the commerce and industry of 
this country have ever required. 


The eventual redem ption of excess 
currency would not keep it from hav­ 
ing inflationary effects, as I see it, 
since the currency would have 
ex­ 
changed hands a num ber of tim es be­ 
fore coming back to the hanks, and 
the inflationary effect is caused by 
the spending or exchange 
process 
rather than by the actual existence 
of the money. Also, banks could hard­ 
ly afford to give up a certain issue of 
currency to the governm ent 
to 
de­ 
stroy, since every dollar of currency 
a bank receives from our citizens (ex­ 
clusive of interest and other income) 
is either a direct claim on the bank, 
in the form of a deposit, or a repay­ 
m ent of a loan o r investm ent, in which 
latter cases the proceeds m ust 
be 
used to satisfy the previous deposit 
which originally made the loan o r in­ 
vestm ent possible. Surplus funds m ust 
be available at any time. 
The Fed­ 
eral government can exchange 
one 
type of funds for another, but it could 
hardly destroy the 
banks' 
surplus 
funds without compensation. 


Nothing could be farther from the 
truth than the prevailing popular no­ 
tion th at an increase of money will 
cause 
an 
increase 
in 
purchasing 
power. 
This notion is responsible for 
innumerable well-meaning but futile i 
panaceas.

To take up another point: 
W hen 
the Federal governm ent hands 
out 
money for direct relief, etc., either 
money made by the printing press or 
money borrowed through the issuance 
of Treasury obligations, the govern­ 
ment is issuing purchasing power di­ 
rectly to the m arket, without engineer-1 
ing a corresponding increase of goods | 
and services on the m arket. However, 
if this governm entally created pur­ 
chasing power is issued in tim es of 
depression and m erely takes the place 
of norm al purchasing power ordinar­ 
ily created by trade and industry, the 
inflationary effect will be beneficial 
rath er than harm ful, according to one 
well-deflned school of thought. 
This 
process can be used to a certain ex­ 
tent and up to a certain point, hut 
beyond that point the results become 
dangerously inflationary. 
As long as 
a rise in subnorm al prices rests on a 
reasonably sound foundation and re­ 
sults in more em ploym ent and a great­ 
er amount of total 
real 
purchasing 
power in the hands of the m asses, it 
is possible to interpret the effect as 
beneficial, even though it may be high­ 
ly artificial and tem porary. But there 
is a point beyond which prices cannot 
be raised w ithout decreasing the ac­ 
tual purchasing power of the m asses, 
no m atter how much extra money is 


posits of th e country are loaned 
to 
the governm ent. 
Also, some private 
and institutional investors 
purchase

is a very different m atter from the 
direct issu an ce of m oney caused by 
the o u trig h t issue of new currency.

money, w ith its inevitable inflationary 
effect. 
W h eth er the banks will m ake 
use of th e broader credit base to issue 
more c red it and thus indirectly create 
new deposits depends upon business 
conditions, the policies of the bank 
m anagers, and the degree of control 
exercised by the governm ent.
